Bill Nienajadly, Clifton, NJ: 


Bill sent an article from the 
Newark Star Ledger regarding WMBC- 
Tv 63. The station's owner, Rev. 


Sun Young Joo of Wayne, NJ, wants 
to build a 767-foot tower on Bowling 
Green Mountain in Jefferson, NJ. 


According to Joo, the station's 
§,000KW transmitter would cover from 
the Poconos to parts of Connecticut 
He intends to air local sports & 
community programming, and possibly 
CBN religious programs. 


Local residents, however, aren't 
so pleased by the prospect of 
another local station. Already, the 
area for which the tower is proposed 
has strict zoning ordinances on 
residences; other locals fear the 
tower could fall onto adjacent 


property (unlikely, especially since 
it’s apparently planned for a 20-acre 
site), or that radiation from the 
antenna could cause health problems, 
or that aircraft at Newark Airport 
could collide with the tower. (I'm 
sure the FAA will address that 
complaint!) 


In a somewhat more ominous 
statement, local electrical engineer 
kim Huron asks "And I question the 
need for it, To make a UHF station 
in this day and age of cable TV 
doesn't make sense. Who'd watch it? 
Who watches UHF anyway?". (myself, 
for one...) 


The local police, on the other 
hand, support the project; Rev. Joo 
has promised them space for their 
radio antennas on the WMBC-TV tower, 
space that should eliminate the dead 
spots that currently plague Jefferson 
police & rescue radios...

Mike Reid, Nor ON: 


Mike checks in with a wealth of 
information from Ontario. He also 
has some comments on the Home 
Shopping Spree/Club situation; Home 
Shopping Spree and Home Shopping 
Club/Home Shopping Network, the 
latter being the one on their owned 
& operated stations. I'm going to 
try to keep these two networks 
straight, calling the Spree “HSS 
and the Club/Network "HSN".

Readers’ Reports and Filters News 


A nonmember who has seen this column sent news 
from ME. George Fenderson, Jr. claims there's a pirate 
on 105.3 in or near Portland, “WOBS.”" It was on 
12-26-91 this time as “WBOS,” and has been heard 
annually in years past. This may or may not be related, 
but Eric Fader sent a story about a student at Yale in 
CT running a station, “BBRN 105.3.” He's dissatisfied 
with the programming on Yale’s commercial station, 
WYBC 94.3. He's Seth Klein, a junior. Who knows? 
Maybe Klein hauls his transmitter to Maine and sets up 
shop when there’s no school. 

Bill Hepburn was nice enough to show where Key 
Lake SK is; it’s in the middle of the province, SW of 
Wollaston L, and NE of Patuanak. He's looking forward 
to the 14th edition “FM Atlas’~and, hey, it’s ready. 
Just send $12 and the book will be winging its way to 
you in time for all 1992's DX blessings. [Two or more 
copies $9.50 each plus $1.50 per order shipping.) 

The new WBMW 106.5 Ledyard CT is on the air, and 
the really big news is they broadcast in stereo! So Bill 
Nienajadly reveals: ‘They have stereophony (does 
stereo-phony mean its fake stereo?)."” They make it to 
Jersey, even though often interfered with by WPYX 
Albany. Bill ordered Andy Bolin’s phase box: “I plan to 
use another six-element Radio Shack antenna in con- 
junction with this setup. Maybe | can get 102.9 
Portland ME with Hartford CT phased out on the same 
bearing."” 

Another pirate? Bill sent a story that 88.3 will be 
alive along Long Island Route 24 in Flanders, with a 
120-second tape, a TIStation on FM apprising motorists 
on the history and special events of the area. It will be 
heard almost a km along the route—legal under FCC 
bart 15? 

“Bill Noliman said he received his 110 kHz filters 
ready. | ordered thirty 100s and hopefully they will 
come soon. The 110 kHz in the G-E Superadio works 
great.” [My supply of ten 110s is gone; will havta 
reorder—this before | even got to try them out 
myself—b.e.) Bill says Howard Stern’s next market for 
his VIXRK, etc. simulcast will be Chicago, station not 
announced. Stern helped propel WXRK 92.3 to top 
place in NY, ahead of all-news WINS AM. “Remember 
that el cheapo AM-FM-analog SW cassette radio | told 
you about?” Bill asks, “| won it down the NJ shore last 
year. Anyway, it’s probably worth about $30 or so. The 
unit is an ‘International’ brand made in China. Well, it 
had a terrible AFC on the FM, which covered up the 
semis (alternate channels). So'| opened the cabinet, 
looked inside and saw no diodes to cut (to get rid of 
AFC). So | figured it must be the IC (the AFC circuit) 
as the IChip looks universal. So | poked around and 
shorted two leads at a time to see if | can ‘short out the 
‘AFC’, | sure did! Radios with an IChip with AFC can be 
defeated! . . . But be careful, as you could overheat the 
IChip or delete the AM or SW frequencies. My SW does 
seem to be messed up when joining the leads together. 
But this is temporary, as soon as you unshort the leads 
the SW is back, so is the AFC! | don’t listen to short 
wave much on this radio, so | soldered the leads 
together. | guess it is possible to add a remote switch for 
AFC/on/off; | might do it. Oh yes, it was worth

defeating AFC and replacing the superwide ceramic 
filter with the 110 kHz. And, yes, it does get adjacents! 
Not as good as the G-E Superadio but almost as good. 
Bruce, try this with a cheap radio first and see if the 
elimination of AFC works for you, too, Make sure the 
IChip is in the tuning section, and. not in the amp 
section, Good luck!” 

‘An article promoting mythology was sent by Bill 
Two morning Dis on WKNN 99.1 Pascagoula MS asked 
who the first person to tell them there was no Santa 
Claus. Station took them off the air for a day because of 
complaints, presumably from the under-10 crowd, or 
when do you stop believing in S.C? 

In another letter Bill described his phasing situation, 
where he installed a four-gang tuning capacitor from an 
old radio inside a Radio Shack project box, with knob 
extending from its side. He then used 72-ohm coax jacks 
for antenna in and out in series with his small indoor 
antenna, along with a 10 dB passive amplifier. The 
outdoor antenna also has an amplifer, a5 well as a 
variable attenuator in its lead. A splitter combines the 
two into his tuner. “Adjust attenuator, phase box, open 
and collapse rabbit ears and move around,” he says. 
Sounds like a lot of trouble, but he gets WJBR 99.5 
Wilmington DE, cochannel to closer WBAI *99.5 New 
York. “I did some talking with [other] knowledgeable 
peopie in the WTFDA. Here's what they said, Phasing in 
all forms has been around for years in the cable 
industry. Phasing is not_a new concept for cable 
‘onerators or AM DXers. CRers have long known about 
phasing antennas for maximum transmitting benefits 
You've probably seen those truckers using ‘phase 
harnesses’ (coax wire split into a Y) and using two CB 
antennas, one mounted on each side mirror, for better 
directivity and range. By using inductors, capacitors in 
the frequency range of the desired signal, one can build 
a phase box. The trick is to use components for the 
range you want. I'm still learning this.” The desired 
station must be close to the same strength as the 
undesired station in order to do this. “Straight phasing 
without capactiors or attenuators is possible. But you 
really need an impedance changer or a varible combiner. 
A capacitor or a capacitor and inductors, or anything to 
delay (with a control) on one antenna coming in.” 

The latest CED magazine, which goes out to cable 
operators, has an article mentioning phasing (Jan. ‘92, 
“Off-Air Antenna Matters,” by Chris Bowick). He says 
pretty much what we know in the WTFDA about 
phasing, and makes no mention about tuning using 
attenuators or capacitors. He mentions spacing two 
antennas apart horizontally with a formula to calculate 
no less than 3/4 of @ wavelength between them. But 
“this technique doesn’t work if the angle between the 
two stations approaches zero,” or if they are 180 
degrees apart. Seems he doesn’t know you can phase 
antennae that are of different heights when stations are 
in the same direction or directly from the rear. One 
referencehesites isa Scala Technical Bulletin, “Reduction 
of Co-Channel Interterence’” by antenna phasing, 

Bill Noliman got together with some other DXers in 
VA, and he had the chance to hear some of the 
translators in PA shown in my “FM Atlas.” WZZV 95.7 
Olyphant and WZZC 95.9 Benton PA now simulcast; 
but | need to know for sure if WZZV operates 
stereophonically. Monophonic WLNG-FM 92.1 Sag Her: 


bor NY is one of the few in its area 
lacking stereo, but | hear the signal 
is so over processed with oldies that 
stereo might not be a help to them 
DXer Mark Strickert claims WLS-FM 
94.7 Chicago is “very stereo, per 
my receivers, just like the station 
they are simulcasting, 890 AM~’FM 
screwed up because of AM’. Zap. 
As | say, never assume anything!” |, 
too, saw the stereo light one day 
when WLS-FM waltzed in here on 
tropo, but | will continue to list 
them as monophonic, unless | know 
for sure they actually use the stereo 
for programming with audio separ- 
ation on it. By that | mean at least 
one weekly fifteen-minute program 
of music, or at least 20 seconds of 
thememusic per hour in true stereo— 
commercials or station promos don’t 
count. The stereo light only means 
“stereophoney,"" unless | am con 
vinced otherwise. | asked Roger 
Winsor to check out WLS-FM for 
me, and he says he won't because 
he “can’t stand talk radio." 

Mark asks “what is an “LMA? 
Besides another set of code initials 
to confuse people.” [It’s a “local 
marketing agreement,” in sales or 
programming by two area stations 
that are usually not co-owned.] 
"Shame about WFMU-a favorite 
radio station of mine from little old 
Upsala College (yep, Lutheran). In 
contrast, | see from a church publi 
cation that WCAL-FM just upgraded 
their coverage, with @ transmitter 
much closer to Minneapolis-St. Paul. 
Hmmm, | still check 770 more 
often” when in the Twin Cities. But 
WCAL AM is no more, having given 
the channel to KUOM. 

John Ebeling sent a letter he 
received from Bob Baker, host of 
Baker's Bandstand, heard only on 
KCRB *88.5 Bemidji, and not on 
KCRB’s network, MIN Public Radio. 
Baker identified some wiring prob- 
lems in the studio resulting in a 
monophonic program feed to the 
transmitter, causing John to muse, 
“This in response to my complaint 
‘af poor mono reception (only part 
of the audio). MPR is supposed to 
be state of the art in that they are 
contemplating digital audio over 
their classical stations.” John says 
Digi-Key in Theif River Falls MN is 
out of 110 and 150 kHz IF filters. 
"| ordered some narrow ones to put 
in a Penney’s digital receiver which 
| acquired. They expect to ship 
filters in mid-January. Seems as if a 
lot of club members have been 
ordering the filters. The Penncrest 
receiver is rather sensitive on FM,

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BACKSCATTER REVISITED 


BY JOOP J, PROSEE 


Let me first say. that in my opinion Backscatter is indeed a heavily unknown and 
widely misunderstood propagation mode as Tim McVey puts it in his article in the June 
1991 VUD. But is Backscatter indeed so mysterious or weird as assumed by Tim? What 
does the word ‘Backscatter’ literally mean in our DX-hobhy? If you read the VUD 
Backscatter article it becomes clear that the writer assumes that the actual Es-cloud 
involved has nothing to do with the phenomenon Backscatter at al] and that is an 
assumption which seems to be wrong’ we Took at the very clear map acconnanying the 
article we can easily understand that the involved Es-cloud must be situated somewhere 
in Southern South-Carolina and also spreading over the central Eastern part of 
Georgia. It is also clear to see that the Backscatter area is situated between the 
position of this Es-cloud and the target area in North Virginia/Maryland. Generally 
it is assumed, concerned upon the article mentioned situation, that in certain 
occasions the received signal from the Backscatter area is first travelling to the 
South than reflects against the flank of the already above mentioned Es-cloud and goes 
BACK” to the mentioned Backscatter area where it started but on a hiaher level with 
as a result that this North-Carolina signal can be received via Ionospheric 
jackscatter) propagation in the rather near reqion of Northern Virginia/Maryland. In 
ality the received signal has travelled a much longer distance than one should 
assume at first when not knowing anything about the existence of the Backscatter 
phenomenon 


If you are aware of what the word “Backscatter” really means, then the bigger part of 
what actually happens is revealed. If you consider the phenomenon as described above. 
Tim's question why always almost only one station involved with Backscatter can be 
answered too. Since we know that Es areas are shaped like clouds it is likely not 
wrong to assume that Backscatter only can occur when the Es-cloud. the transmitter and 
the reciever's QTH are lying on one strainht line. And this is required hecause of 
the fact that the signal is believed to be reflected aqainst a vertically ionised 
circular wall. Another Backscatter transmitter that is situated on a distance of 
Jet's say: 160km(100 miles) from the first transmitter is reaching the same involved 
Es-cloud under a different angle with the same effect, the signal reflects BACK to the 
direction where it came from. If one could see the Backscatter pattern from above it 
would lock Tike the spokes in a wheel! 


I tiyself colistder ‘the phistes OF the Backscatter shenotenon’ nore oF Teéscequal to that 
of Auroral provagation in which it is also necessary that transmitter. receiver. and 
Ionised area are on the same straight line. Which is within Aurora predominantly a 


North/South-Path. With as striking similarity. that Aurora-DX is ALWAYS a matter of 
Backscatter propagation! 
I'd like to conclude this subject with some Backscatter examples from our European 


continent. which seem to he much similar to the ones Tim is giving in the 
vuo.

Our European Backscatter TVDX possibilities are in my opinion not so numerous as_ in 
the USA. This is the matter because the North American continent is much bigger than 
ours and the number of Band-1 (Low Band VHF) transmitters is also much bigger. For 
instance, the nearest £2 transmitter is 320km(200mi) from my QTH, the nearest £3 
transmitter is 240 km(150mi) and except for the regional Dutch powerhouse on £4 at 80 
km(50mi) the next €4 transmitter is at a safe 380 km(235 mi), But in spite of this 
lesser Band-1 coverage there is a least one path that can be considered as a usable 
Backscatter trail, For us here in Holland it is the direction towards southern Italy 
with. lucky for us, three Band-1 transmitters on a 600 km’a0Mmi) range in the sane 
direction as the Italian Band-1 ch A transmitters on a distance of 1530 km and 1800 km 
(1020 & 1200 miles), The Backscatter transmitters are situated in southern Germany on 
ch E2 and in northern Switzerland on ch £2 &E3, Everytime when one of these TV 


transmitters is received almost always for rather short times several minutes to a 
maximal half an hour!) The Italian transmitters also show up with mostly an occurance 
AFTER the Swiss or German transmitter has gone. This is opposite to what Tim 
experienced with the USA Backscatter. in my part of the world first Backscatter sens 
to appear. then the normal 100 mile rane Es-DX comes up 
opposite as can be read in his VUO Backscatter article.

Another Backscatter phenomenon that is believed to exist is the so called: “TEP 
Backscattermode." With this mode a signal is believed to reflect against the flanks 
of the always present, extra thick, fonised region right above the equator. A rather 
convincing example of this theory, is the not so very rare reception in Holland of the 
Nigerian high powered ch E3 transmitter of Sokoto in the northern part of the country 
ona distance of 4410 km(2740mi) exactly lying on the same meridian as my QTH 
illustrating what is said about the condition of lying on a straight line of 
transmitter, receiver, and jonised area! 


I conclude this article with the most remarkable fact that I witnessed in the field of 
the Backscatter phenomenon. This happended on the 27th of July 1988 when I received a 
USSR transmitter signing off on ch RI when suddenly the local powerhouse on ch E4 
faded away and the French speaking Belgian RTBF1 proqranme appeared with a classical 
concert also on ch E4. My antenna was pointed to the East and I turned to the South 
where the Belgian transmitter is situated at 280 km(175mi) with an ERP of only 10 
Watts(!, But when I turned to the South, the signal went completely into the snow! 
Going back to the eastern direction the signal came back strong again, so there cannot 
be another conclusion than, that this must have been aso called "Sidescatter” 
reception. This indeed "weird" reception lasted only for 3 minutes from 2218 ti11 
2221 local time. 


Well, I hope that the intention I have with this article will succeed; to pull the Es 
Backscatter DX-mode out of the mysterious world where it was placed on the June 1991 
UD, At the same time I must admit that just like the other jonospheric DX-modes we 
encounter in the DX-hobby, much about how everything precisely works is stil] unknown 
up to now. which is also the case with the Backscatter phenomenon. 


a SOLAR ACTIVITY AND SPORADIC-E

In the Auqust ‘91 VUD down on page 43 I read a report from Ed Frye in which solar 
activity and Es were linked together in a positive(?) way. Reading this article, I 
got the impression that sunspots, solar-flares and the result of them, such as 
magnetic storms were considered asa positive influence on Sporadic-E propagation in 
the TV Low Band, this according to Ed's view on this matter. 


Maybe it is disappointing for some people, but up to this moment there have been found 
absolutely no connections between any kind of solar activity and the phenomenon of 
normal midlatitide Sporadic-E propagation! Although among HAM's and TVDXers there js 
more or less a feeling, that this kind of Es is only influenced somewhat negatively 
when solar activity is high. But this has never been confirmed by means of scientific 
research. Looking back at the last three Es-seasons here in western Europe when solar 
activity was considerably high I can't say that Es was noticeably worse or better 
compared to what can be considered as normal, 


Also with F2 TVDX, opposite to what is thought generally, the influence of solarflares 
(a.k.a. protuberances) sending enormous quantities of loaded particles (protons) into 
space, can be disastrous for the Earth's quiet magnetic field and the fonospheric 
layers, negatively influencing F2 conditions and lowering the F2-MUF. It is a 
wellknown fact that the E and F layers can be destroyed completely by severe magnetic 
storms and it can last several days before these ionised layers have been built up 
again and are totally recovered! Normally, Aurora conditions indicate that the 
magnetic field of the Earth is disturbed and normal F2 receptions in the 30-50 MHz 
spectrum become very unlikely and sometimes even impossible! TVDXers never watched 
sudden outbreaks of good Es conditions that could be related with the appearance of 
solar flares and magnetic storms here on good old Earth! 


The only positive influence of magnetic storms that is known on Es is the appearance 
of the so called "Aurora related Sporadic £." An Es-like propagation mode sometimes 
occurring as a side effect of normal Aurora. But I think that Ed was not referring to 
this particular form of Es propagation in his report! 


What is needed for good F2 propagation, is an overall higher solar activity which is 
normally the case during the peak-period of the solar cycle, causing a considerably 
higher grade of ionisation of the £ and F layers and also preferably needed at the 
same time is a quiet Earth's magnetic field. Together these two conditions can cause 
NUF's so high that F2 TVDX becomes possible.
